THE FLORA OF NALLAMALAIS ON THE EASTERN GHATS OF INDIA—I: 

A PRELIMINARY LIST

ABSTRACT 

The hills of Nallamalais form a part of the Eastern Ghats in Andhra Pradesh, situated in between 
15° 20 -16° 30' N and 78° 30'-80° 10' E. From the Palnad basin in the north to the Tirupati hills in 
the south the Nallamalais run a distance of430 km with an average width of 30 km. Five botanical tours 
were conducted in these regions during the period from 1963 to 1965. Out of 977 numbers 
collected, 908 numbers ranging over 596 taxa have been confirmed. Two new taxa have been 
discovered in these regions. The specimens have been deposited in the Herbarium of the Southern Circle, 
Botanical Survey of India, Coimbatore (MH), 


INTRODUCTION 

The Nallamalais form a series of parallel ranges 
of hills and valleys in Andhra Pradesh, situated in 
between i5°2o'-i6°3o'N and 78 ° 3 o / - 8 o°io / E. They 
occupy one-third of Kurnool District towards the 
eastern portion, and their ranges stretch across 
portions of Mahboobnagar District on the north' 
west, Guntur District on the north-east, Cuddapah 
District on the south and Nellore District on the 
east (Map). These hills form a part of the Eastern 
Ghats which run parallel to the Coromandel 
coast. From the Palnad basin in the north to the 
Tirupati hills in the south the Nallamalais run a 
distance of 430 km with an average width of 30 
km (The Gazetteer of India—Indian Union , 1965). 
The altitude ranges from 200 to 950 m. 

Botanically the Nallamalais have received little 
attention, and some stray collections from these 
areas are recorded in J, S. Gamble’s “Flora of the 
Presidency of Madras From a perusal of herba¬ 
rium sheets kept in the Herbarium of the Southern 
Circle, Botanical Survey of India at Coimbatore, 
C. A4 Barber, R. H. Beddome, K. Cherian Jacob, 
J. S. Gamble, K, Rangachari and a few others 
seem to have made random collections in these 
regions. Five botanical tours have been conducted 
in these regions during the years from 1963 to 
1965, covering all the seasons of a year. Out of 
977 numbers collected, 908 numbers ranging over 
596 taxa have been confirmed. 

All the specimens after identification have been 
deposited in the Herbarium of the Southern 
Circle, Botanical Survey of India, Coimbatore 
(MH). 

PHYSIOGRAPHY 

The Nallamalais form an unbroken, rugged and 


of moderately steep group of hills situated in 
north-south direction. These hills are cut across 
by two passes, viz., Mantralakanama and Nandi- 
kanama, which connect the eastern and the 
western parts of Nallamalais. The Krishna river 
marks the northern boundary, though a portion of 
Nallamalais goes beyond the river in the Mahboob¬ 
nagar District. The Gundlabrahmeswaram plateau 
is situated in the centre of Nallamalais. A series 
of folds from the main ridge run in a westerly 
direction descending into the plains of Atmakaur, 
Nandyal and Velgode, Another series of folds 
run in a north-easterly direction descending into 
the extensive plateaus of Morrchieruvu and Gut- 
talachenu, and towards east the folds end in the 
Cumbum valley. The southern escarpments of the 
Gundlabrahmeswaram plateau and the steep range 
of hills on the east form the backbone of the Nal¬ 
lamalais enclosing the Chelama basin. The 
Chelama basin falls into the plains of Nandyal on 
the west and gives rise to the folds of steep hills 
on the south in Sirvel range. Thus there are 
western and eastern folds in Nallamalais popu¬ 
larly known as Western and Eastern Nallamalais. 
The highest point in the Nallamalais is Viranna- 
konda (1000 m) and it is situated in the Eastern 
Nallamalais. 

The Krishna river has entrenched its course 
about 300 metres below the plateau of Sivapuram, 
and meanders through the plateau of Srisailam 
where the famous temple is situated. Descending 
from this temple, one finds the sacred pool of 
Pathalaganga. Near Chelama the Vakkalevu river 
takes its origin and flows south through Nandyal 
and Sirvel^ranges and then enters the Cuddapah 
district, the Gundlakamma river takes its origin 
near Gundlabrahmeswaram and flows east. Other 
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rivers of fair importance are the Paleru river near 
Mahanandi and Bavanasi river near Ahobilam. In 
addition to these, there are several seasonal 
streams in these hills. 

The Nallamalais are still pestered with unheal¬ 
thiness mainly due to malaria and to a small 
measure, black-water fever (S . A. Reddy, 1967). 


ROCK AND SOIL 

The rocks fall into two distinctly recognizable 
formations, viz., the Cuddapah and the Kurnool 
formations of the Archean age. Sandstones in 
mixtures of quartzites, shales and outcrops or 
barytes and manganese ores occur. The lower 
beds are formed by highly folded Bairenkonda

quartzites, the succeeding Cumbum shales iorm- 
ing the cores of synclinal folds. The Srisaiiam 
quartzites in the north forms a rugged plateau 
(Krishnan, 1956). There are three types of soil: 
red, mixed varieties and black. The red and 
mixed varieties occur along the bases of Nalla¬

CLIMATE 

Extremes of climate are encountered in the Kur¬ 
nool District, but in the interiors of the forests

these extremes are not perceptible. On the whole, 
weather is rather dry. The hot period is fromi 
March to May when temperature reaches even 
38°C. South-west Monsoon early in June brings 
down temperature considerably till about the 
middle of September. After a pause the north¬ 
east Monsoon becomes active. Cold weather pre¬ 
vails from the end of November till about the 
middle of February when night temperature falls 
as low as i5°C in the plateau of Gundlabrah- 
meswaram. The weather is clear during the period 
from February to April when wind blows from 
south-west. It is interesting to note that the rain¬ 
fall due to the activities of both the monsoons is 
heavier on the western side of Nallamalais than 
anywhere else. The full impact of the rainfall is 
on Gundlabrahmeswaram which receives about 127 
cm of rainfall. The average rainfall for whole of 
Nallamalais is about 102 cm. 

VEGETATION 

Forest fires and human interference in some 
portion of Nallamalais seem to have affected the 
vegetation considerably. Forest fires in hot seasons 
are encouraged to a certain extent for the good 
growth of fodder grasses which abound* in these 
regions. The semi-nomadic tribal people called 
Chenchus have slightly affected the vegetation by 
t^ieir living in small groups called Gudems. The 
Vegetation of Nallamalais comprises the following 
types: scrub, dry deciduous and moist deci¬ 
duous* Apparently there are signs of forest be¬ 
coming degraded from moist deciduous to decidu¬ 
ous and then to scrub. This is indicated in Krish- 
nananai where remnant of a semi-evergreen or 
evergreen type of forest in the centuries past is still 
present as a small patch. 

Scrub: This type of vegetation is mostly con¬ 
fined to the bases of hills of Nallamalais and 
bordering village lands, though it can also be seen 
near Srisailam, in the opened out forests of Che- 
lama, round about Mahanandi, near Lower Ahobi- 
lam, some portions of Velgode and Bairluty, around 
small hills near Dornal, and in several other places. 

The following plants are some of the dominants 
of this type of vegetation: Acacia chundra, Acaly - 
pha alnifolia, Allmania nodi flora R. Br. var. aspera, 
Balanites roxburghu, Barleria longiflora Calycop¬ 
ier is floribunda, Capparis zeylanica, Dichrostachys 
cmerea, Dipteracanthus patulus, U . prostrata , 
Grewia flavescens. G, ohtusa, Hibiscus mkrantha, 
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Kirganelia reticulata, Peristrophe bicalyculata, 
Solanum surattense, Xeromphis spinosa, Zizyphus 
mauritiana, Z. xylopyra, and others. 

Dry Deciduous: This type of vegetation occurs 
very commonly throughout Nallamalais. These 
forests have received protection from indiscrimi¬ 
nate felling and other causes, and are seen in Aho- 
bilam, Chelama basin, portion of forests on way to 
Gundlabrahmeswaram from Diguvametta, Velgode 
and other places, Diguvametta, many parts of Sri¬ 
sailam, etc.* The trees seldom attain a height of 
more than 40 metres and a girth of 76 cm. Some 
of the common plants of these forests are; Alan - 
gium salvifolium, Careya arborea, Chloroxylon 
swietenia, Cleistanthus collinus, Cordia obliqua, 
Dioscorea pentaphylla, D . tomentosa, Dolichandrone 
arcuata, D. falcata, Drypetes sepiaria, clumps of 
Dendrocalamus strictus, Emblica fischeri, E » offi¬ 
cinalis, Ficus hispida, Gardenia gummifera, G, 
resinifera, Grewia tiliaefolia, Gyrocarpus jacquini, 
Hardwickia binata, Ixora arborea, Lagerstroemia 
parviflora, Leea edgeworthii, Lepisanthes tetra - 
phylla, Maerua apetala, Mallotus philippinensis, 
Manilkara hexandra, Marsdenia tenacissima, May * 
tenus senegalensis, Mucuna prurita, Opilia amenta - 
cea, Premna tomentosa, Pterocarpus marsupium, 
Randia candoileana, Tectona grandis, Terminalia 
arjuna, T bellirica, T chebula, T, coriacea, and 
others. 

Moist Deciduous: This type of vegetation has 
restricted occurrence in Nallamalais, and its pre¬ 
sence is more conspicuously seen in (i) Gundlabrah¬ 
meswaram which is the 'heart' of Nallamalais, (ii) 
Roliapenta—one of the passes connecting Atmakaur 
and Bairluty with Dornal, (Hi) region between 
Upper Ahobilam and Lower Ahobilam, (iu) Iska- 
gudem, Morricheruvu and Guttalachenu plateaus 
of Eastern Nallamalais. These regions are well 
sheltered and retension of water in the soil is by 
the fallen leaves and clayey type of soil. Further¬ 
more, there are many seasonal rivers which feed 
them. Some of the dominant species of these regions 
are: Bauhinia vahlii, Entada pursaetha —two of the 
giant climbers which are conspicuously absent in 
other parts of Nallamalais, Cleistanthus patulus, 
Colebrookea oppositifolia, Ccstm speciosus, Dillenia 
pentagyna, Dioscorea hispida, D. wallichii, Gelo - 
nium lane eolation, Lobelia hey ne ana, Mangifera 
indie a, Meyenia hawiayneana, Pimpinella monoica, 
Piper attenuatum, P, hymenophyllum, P. nigrum, 
Protium serraium, Puerana tuberosa —another 
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liana, Schrebera swietenioides, Stereospermum sua - 
veolens, Syzygium alternifolium, Tacca pinnatifida , 
Tectona grandis, Sonerila tenerum, and others. 
Some plants of interest which have been collected 
here are: Biophytum reinwardtii , Geodorum densi - 
florum , Globba bulbifera, Rotala mexicana Cham, 
et Sch. subsp. pusilla, and three taxa of Oryzfl, viz., 
O. meyeriana (Zoll. et Mor. ex Steud.) Baill. subsp. 
granulata which occurs abundantly under the 
shades at several localities in Gundlabrahmeswaram, 
O. officinalis Wall, ex Watt, subsp. malampuzhaensis 
along the Gundlakamma stream, and Oryza sp. 
along the bridle paths near Gundlabrahmeswaram. 
Phoenix sp. forms a pure stand on some of the 
hillocks between Gundlabrahmeswaram and Rama- 
napenta. Among ferns mention may be made of 
Adiantum caudatum, A . lunulatum , Athyrium 
hohenackerianum, Leptochilus decurrens, Lygodium 
pexuosum, Tectaria macrodonta, etc. 

The grasses are abundant throughout Nallamalais 
soon after the monsoons in September. Most of the 
unmetalled roads become almost impenetrable due 
to the abundance of these. Some of the examples 
of these grasses are: Atnphilophis glabra ? Arundi - 
nella setosa, Capillipedium huegelii f Chionachne, 
koenigii, Digitariu adscendens, D. iomentosa, several 
taxa of Eragrosiis, Heteropogon con to rtus, Pogona- 
iherum panic cum, Sehima nervosum, Spor obelus 
wallichii, S. tenuissimus, and others. Saccharunt 
spontaneum occurs in places where streams flow. 
Dendrocalamus strictus is the commoner of the 
bamboos. Among sedges the following plants may 
be mentioned: Cyperus castaneus, C compressus, 
C, eleusinoides, Fimbristylis dichotoma, Mariscus 
compactus, M . cyperinus . and others. 

Near Krishnanandi where a small patch of semi¬ 
evergreen type of forest is present the following 
plants have been collected: Calamus rotang, Ichno - 
carpus frute&cens, Mariscus compactus, and others. 
It is interesting to note that Lantanas do not occur 
in these ranges of Nallamalais. 

ENUMERATION 

In the following enumeration the system of 
Bentham and Hooker, with some delimitations of 
families according to Hutchinson (i960), is followed. 
The names of plants are arranged in an alphabeti¬ 
cal order under each family. Nomenclature has 
been, as far as possible, brought upto date. All 
the field numbers given after the name of a taxon 
are of Ellis .
